Philadelphia, had been scheduled 
to die in the electric

Rockview State Penitentiary at 
Bellefonte tonight.

to

Saturday 


night by Leader on a recommenda- 
tion from 
the State Pardons J 


Board. 


The three were convicted of the 


slaying Dec. 22, 1947, of William 
Kelly, a bystander, during a hold- 
up of the Feasterville Tavern in' 


Bucks County. A fourth 
man, 


Felix Capone, pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. 


Foster and Zietz received 28 re- 


prieves from the electric chair 
and Darcy got 22 during the 
eight year legal battle. Darcy re- 
ceived fewer respites because of 
one indefinite stay of execution. 


The Pardons Board mad* its 


recommendation after hearing a 
final plea for clemency during 
September. 


The three have been in the 


death house at Rockview since 
March 31, 1951, and Johnston said 
they would probably be trans- 
ferred to the diagnostic clinic at 
Eastern Scate Penitentiary, Phila-

Adlai Spends Every Spare 
Moment at Writing Chore 


BY PETER EDSON 


NEA Washington Correspondent 


"WfASHINGTON"— (NEA)—There is no rest for Adlai Stevenson 


from now till election day. 


From here on, it will be a six weeks' continuous campaign. The 


idea is to have Stevenson come face to face with as many people 
as possible. 


His vice presidential running mate, Estes Kefauvcr, is doing the 


,same thing. They are traveling by plane, train, bus, auto caravan 
•—streetcar, horse and buggy or on foot where necessary. 


The great problem which the Stevenson campaign managers 


say they'll have is to find time for their man to get off in a corner 
some place by himself to do his writing. 


This, the Stevenson handlers have learned, is an essential part 


of their candidate's make-up. He still likes to do his own read- 
ing, thinking and writing. 


THER1E ARE from 40 to 50 advisers now shooting ideas at 


Stevenson all the time. This campaign staff sifts ideas and sub- 
mits drafts of sections for speeches. But when the writing of 
an. important speech has to be done, Adlai is the original do-it- 
yourself man. 


This explains why he is supplementing his speeches this year 


with a series of written statements which will set forth his princi- 
ples and his personal platform, for the record. 


Stevenson docs his writing with a soft lead pencil on a big tablet 


of ruled white paper. His two secretaries, Carol Evans and Phyllis 
Ouslafson, have now mastered the Stevenson scrawl, \vith its many 
tiny interlimngs and marginal notes. 
They make a first type- 


written draft. 


Stevenson then goes over this and successive drafts, making 


corrections right to Ihc very last minute—or later. When he got' 
the text of his first speech to reporters four hours ahead of de- 
livery at Hamsburg, it was something of a record. 


HE LOOKS FORWARD lo plane hops—day or night. With no 


distracting telephones or conferences, that's when Stevenson goes to 
town on his writing. He begrudges time taken from his composi- 
tion. He doesn't feel good if he doesn't have a pencil in his hand, 
scribbling, part of each day. He almost never die-tales speeches. 


On other personal characteristics, the Stevenson staff members 


say he has improved over four years ago. 


He can handle more correspondence, faster. He can meet more 


people and conduct his business with those he does meet in less 
lime. He is moic interested in people. Having to beat Kefauver 
changed him that'way. 


In the four years since 1952 Stevenson has been in every slate 


and almost every county. He has a tremendous grasp of local 
politics. 


ONE OF THE MOST encouraging developments to the Steven- 


son managers this 'year is the way state and local Democratic 
leaders come lo meet him with their troubles. They know he 
helped them in local elections. They are more anxious to support 
him now than they were four years ago. 


With all the emphasis on meeting and working with these local 


Democratic leaders this year, television is to be a completely sup- 
plemental type of campaigning for Stevenson. 


Stevenson's principal fund-raising effort during the campaign 


will be as headliner for a 'series of dinners on Oct. 20. They'll be 
connected by closed-circuit TV. 


Otherwise, the Democratic hopes for being able to pay-their own 


way will oe on the "Dollars for Democrats^ rallies Oct. IS and 
the collection of Roosevelt dimes.

Year only half over, Wilson is be- 
ing spoken of v/ith Washington 
and Lincoln as among the great- 
est of all American leaders. Pres- 
ident Eisenhower, unable person- 
ally to participate in a Wilson 
program at Staunton, Virginia, 
sent an Assistant Secretary of 
State who proclaimed: 
".. .Wilson's approach to world 


problems was, in a fundamental 
sense, to shape the character of 
our response to such problems for 
as long as we can see ahead ..." 


Tributes have come from states- 


men as geographically widely 
scattered as Sir Anthony Eden of 
Britain, General Carlos P. Eo- 
mulo of the Philippines, Sir Les- 
lie Munro of New Zealand, C. K. 
Wellington Koo of China and 
William V. S. Tubman of Liberia. 


The mayors of more than 50 


United States cities have1 ap- 
pointed Wilson Centennial Com- 
mittees to arrange local observ- 
ances. The Governors of 28 States 
and territories have called upon 
their people lo join in the Cen- 
tennial. 


Official representatives of 36 
nations in every quarter of the 
globe joined in a pilgrimage to 
Wilson's birthplace in April. More 
than 10,000 individuals journeyed 
to his home in two weeks to 
view an outdoor drama based 
on his life in July. 


Born in Staunton, Virginia in 


1856, Wilson was the son of a 
Presbyterian minister and gave 
great emphasis to religious phi- 
losophy in his carser. Wilson 
•was a scholar who studied at 
Davidson College, N. C., Johns 
Hopkins and Princeton, and the 
author of outstanding works in 
the fields of government and po- 
litical science. He was an edu- 


cator who taught at Bryn Mawr, 
Wesleyan and-at Princeton, 
where, as President, he radically 
altered the pattern of American 
and higher education. Although 
he did not practice long, he was 
an attorney who studied law at 
the University of Virginia and 
became an authority on congres- 
sional government. 


Before he became a public 


official himself, he was success- 
ful in achieving adoption of the 
shorter ballot for elections. In 
office, he turned out a corrupt 
political machine in New Jersey. 
He appointed the first Secretary 
of Labor, established a Federal 
conciliation service for labor dis- 
putes, regulated railroad and 
merchant marine employment 
conditions and outlawed child 
labor. 
- 


He extended Federal credit U 
farmers for the first time in oui 
history and initiated the first pro- 
gram of Federal aid to highway 
construction. He established tht 
Federal Reserve System which 
is the core of our banking struc- 
ture. He brought the Federal 
Power Commission into being to 
conserve the nation's water re- 
sources. Under his administration 
women's suffrage was adopted. 


His greatest achievements, of 


course, were his successful prose* 
cution of what was then the larg- 
est war in history, the writing 
of the Versailles Peace Treaty 
based on the Fourteen Points 
he deemed necessary for world 
order, and the creation of the 
League of Nations to preserve 
world peace. 


He returned to the United 
States after the peace conference 
to rally American support for the 
League but failed, suffering fatal 
illness as a consequence of his 
effort. He finished out his term 
in the White House but when he. 
died tfae world returned to "nor- 
malcy." His warnings of the need 
for international cooperation for 
peace were all but forgotten. 


During this year, more than 


150 universities and colleges in 
the United States and 'many 
abroad have arrangedspeciallec- 
ture series, seminars, institutes 
and library exhibits for the study 
of the principles of government 
administration and international 
relations enunciated by Wilson. 
Nearly a dozen full-length books 
on Wilson or containing selec- 
tions from his voluminous writ- 
ings are being published this year. 


The Congress has named the 


newest bridge across the'Poto- 
mac after Wilson. The Wilson 
Birthplace Foundation in his 
home town of Staunton is rais- 
ing $500,000 to restore the housa 
in which he was born. His bust 
is being placed in America's Hall 
of Fame at New York Univer- 
sity. The American President 
Lines' ship "Woodrow Wilson" 
is making a Wilson Centennial 
Cruise to Pacific ports where 
special celebrations will be held. 
High schools and elementary 


schools are devoting renewed 
attention to Wilson in their 
courses. Organizations all over' 
the country are showing "Spokes- 
men for Tomorrow," a new film 
produced by the Woodrow Wil- 
son Foundation entirely from 
specially processed newsreel and 
other materials of his time.

TS THE collection 
of prints 


suitable for f r a m i n g that 


you've clipped from magazines 
or saved from calendars filed 
away, waiting for frames that 
will put it on the wall? 


So is mine. 1 have a portfolio, 


good intentions and not much 
spare cash to spend on good, per- 
manent framing. 


Some of the prints, gay and 


pretty as they are, may not be 
ones I'd want to live -with for 
years. But I could use them for 
the color they'd add to stairwell, 
bedroom or hallway. 


THAT'S WHT I leaped like a 


trout at the suggestion from the 
Tide Washing Clinic for an in- 
expensive way of framing them 
that's both easy and fun to do. 
The mam ingredients—a box of 
detergent, liquid laundry starch, 
cake icing decorator and card- 
board—are probably on hand in 
your home right now. So this 
makes a good spur-of-the-mo- 
ment project to try when you're 
in need of a change of pace. 


Mixing detergent and starch 


together in the proper propor- 
tions produces a grainy batter 
to start with. This is whipped to 
a creamy "frosting" which is 
spooned into the decorating gun 
and squirted onto a cardboard 
frame in plain or fancy scrolls. 
The material hardens to plaster- 
lake firmness and the finished 
effect is much like that of rococo 
plaster frames.

Special Season For 
Archers Opens In 
The State Today 


Bow and arrow hunters opened 


their sixth, special antlered deer 
season in Pennsylvania today, with 
the season extending through Oc- 
tober 19. The hours for hunting 
Seer v;ith" bow are six a. m., to 
5:30 p. m., 
(Eastern 
Standard 


rime.) 
' Pennsylvania's first 
separate 


bow and arrow season was in 1951. 
[n 1951 and each succeeding year 
jntil this one a two-week season 
,vas enjoyed, and only buck deer 
ivith the required 
"rack" were 


legal game. This year, again, the 
bowman may take only bucks, the 
same as described as legal game 
for the later season. But different 
from the first five special seasons 
in this state the 1956 bow and ar- 
row deer season runs for almost 3 
weeks. 


In 1951 special archery licenses 


were bought by 5542 persons. Each 
year the number has increased un- 
til in 1955 the sale of these licen- 
ses reached more than 17,000. In 
that season 119 legal deer were 
reported taken through the use of 


the bow and arrow in Pennsylva- 
nia. The number of archers licens- 
ed to hunt bucks in the special sea- 
son this fall will very possibly ag- 
gregate 20,000. 


The Game Law lists these re- 


strictions on equipment to be used 
in the special archery season: "It 
shall be unlawful to hunt for, kill 
or attempt to kill any deer . . . 
with any weapon other than a bow 
and arrow, or with any bow other 
than a long bow controlled without 
the aid of mechanical means, or 
with any arrow with an explosive 
head or shaft." This excludes the 
use of the cross bow, and it is un- 
lawful to carry any kind of a gun 
while hunting deer with bow and 
arrow during the special season. 
Archers who kill a buck during 
the season are required by law to 
fill out the big game tag supplied 
with the hunting license and mail 
it to the Game Commission, Har- 
risburg, within 5 days 
following 


the close of the bow and arrow 
season. The successful archer may 
not kill another deer for the re- 
mainder of the calendar year.
